The conference of Patriotic Fund 
workers from all parés of the prov-

ald Hotel Tuesday, decided to con- 
tinue to the voluntary system of 
raising contributions, but not until 
a vote had been taken and there had 
been a discussion of all phases of the 
| Proposition, quite a number of the 
‘delegates being in favor of a Dom-' 
inion tax as.the better way to get 
at the slackers. The sum required of 
‘Alberta for the fiscal year ending 
|August 31, 1917 will be $750,000. It 
is estimated that $1,500,000 will be 
necessary to provide for the soldiers 
dependents in the province during 
this period, but half of this amount 
‘will be furnished by the central com- ; 
mittee. Of the $500,000 required for 
‘the year 1915-1916, according to the 
statements submitted to the confer- 


ence, Northern Alberta has raised

They sad the food riots were un- 
important.
